Zoran Matic pointed 
out, Olympic seemed to 
go better after that. 

They had all defen- 
ders playing out of posi- 
tion as they plugged the 
gaps caused by the loss 
of both Stankovic and 
Coady through injuries, 
but somehow they kept 
pressing forward. 

For a moment it 
seemed that the Black- 
and-Whites had a fourth 


goal. Mullen crossed 
and Sergio Melta 
gracefully went low to 


place a header past 
Meier, only to be ruled 
offside. 

Then, with seven ®mi- 
nutes to go, a ragged but 
extremely combative 
Olympic almost had the 
one that would have 
brought extra time and 
breathing space to alter 
the result.
